No  attempt  has  been  made  to  develop  informa¬ 
tion  concerning  the  different  branches  of  the  family 
other  than  to  name  them  through  the  present  gen¬ 
eration,  as  such  an  extension  is  beyond  the  im¬ 
mediate  purposes  of  this  brief  history.  It  is  hoped 
the  younger  generations  will  follow  through  with 
complete  and  current  family  histories.

Samuel  Stone,  son  of  Theophilus  and  Mary 
(Bydeman)  Stone,  was  born  in  1797  in  Bedford 
County,  Virginia.  According  to  family  tradition 
this  Samuel  Stone  came  from  a  branch  of  the 
family  of  William  Stone  (1603-1660),  early  set¬ 
tler  at  Bedford  in  the  Virginia  Colony  and  later 
Third  Proprietary  Governor  of  Maryland,  and 
was  a  kinsman  of  Thomas  Stone,  a  signer  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence. 

William  Stone  was  from  the  family  of  Capt. 
William  Stone,  Gent.,  born  in  1490  in  Northern 
England.  Evidence  of  relationship  to  the  family 
of  William  Stone  (1603-1660)  is  seen  in  the  re- 
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tention  of  given  names  through  succeeding  gen¬ 
erations;  the  names  William,  John,  Thomas, 
Theophilus,  Samuel,  Martha  and  Mary  have  been 
handed  down  unfailingly  through  each  generation 
to  the  present  time.  Also  early  associations  in 
Maryland  and  Virginia,  as  well  as  later  move¬ 
ments  of  the  several  groups  of  members  of  this 
Stone  family,  indicate  relationship  to  the  William 
Stone  family. 

Two  of  the  sons  of  Governor  William  Stone; 
namely,  Thomas  and  John,  left  children.  The 
descendants  of  these  sons  are  traced  through 
Charles  County,  Maryland,  where  Capt.  William 
Stone  established  his  residence  after  accepting  the 
governorship  of  Maryland.  Our  Samuel  Stone 
(1797-1857)  married  Mary  Ann  Chunn,  whose 
parents,  Launcelot  Chunn,  Jr.,  and  his  wife, 
Martha  (Ridgely)  Chunn,  were  native  Charles 
County  people.  (Virginia  Historical  Magazine, 
Vol.  XXXVIII.) 

John  Stone,  Gent.,  younger  son  of  Governor 
William  Stone  and  his  wife,  Verlinda  (Cotton) 
Stone,  was  born  in  Accomac  County,  Virginia, 
and  was  brought  to  Maryland  by  his  parents  in 
1648  when  Governor  William  Stone  moved  to 
Annapolis.  John  Stone  was  married  three  times. 
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His  first  wife,  Elizabeth,  is  believed  to  have  been 
the  daughter  of  Thomas  Warren,  who  died  in 
1684.  As  early  as  1670  John  Stone  was  Gentle¬ 
man  Justice  at  the  Quorum  in  Charles  County. 
In  1682  he  signed  a  petition  as  one  of  his  Ma¬ 
jesty's  Protestant  subjects.  During  1687  he  was 
again  a  Commissioner  of  the  Peace,  and  from 
1678  to  1688  he  represented  the  County  at  the 
General  Assembly.  (Archives  of  Maryland,  Vol. 
7,  page  13.) 

John  Stone,  Gent.,  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  had 
two  sons,  Thomas  and  John.  It  is  believed  the 
son  Matthew  was  of  a  later  marriage.  This  John 
Stone  also  had  children  by  his  third  wife. 

Thomas  Stone,  son  of  John  Stone,  Gent.,  and 
his  wife,  Elizabeth,  was  born  in  Charles  County, 
Maryland,  during  1677,  according  to  a  deposi¬ 
tion  made  in  1721.  He  married,  first,  Martha, 
daughter  of  Col.  Philip  Hoskins.  Their  fourth 
child,  Mary  Stone,  married  William  Hanson,  son 
of  Robert  and  Mary  (Hoskins)  Hanson.  Their 
children  were  Aurelia,  William,  Theophilus, 
Samuel  and  Jenny  Hoskins.  (The  Stones  of  Poyn - 
ton  Mannor  by  Harry  Wright  Newman.) 

Some  of  Governor  Stone's  descendants  left 
Charles  County,  Maryland,  and  moved  into  Vir-

ginia,  locating  in  the  undeveloped  region  of 
Pittsylvania  County  in  southern  Virginia,  and 
later  migrating  to  Hannibal,  Missouri.  The  pa¬ 
rents  of  our  Samuel  Stone  migrated  from  the  ad¬ 
joining  Bedford  County,  Virginia,  to  Hannibal, 
Missouri,  soon  after  Missouri  was  organized  as  a 
state  in  1821. 

The  History  of  Marion  County ,  Missouri  (St. 
Louis,  1884),  pages  894-896,  gives  a  partial  list 
of  heads  of  families  in  Hannibal  up  to  1827.  In¬ 
cluded  in  the  list  is  Samuel  Bowen,  who  evidently 
was  the  son-in-law  of  Elder  Barton  Warren 
Stone  (1772-1844)  of  Charles  County,  Mary¬ 
land.  Also  included  in  the  list  is  Theophilus 
Stone,  the  father  of  our  Samuel  Stone. 

At  the  age  of  seventeen,  Samuel  Stone  volun¬ 
teered  on  August  27,  1814,  at  Bedford,  Virginia, 
for  service  in  the  War  of  1812.  He  was  sworn  in 
at  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  entered  the  service 
on  September  2,  1814.  At  the  time  of  his  enlist¬ 
ment  he  was  engaged  in  the  occupation  of  hatter. 
He  is  described  as  six  feet  in  height,  with  dark 
hair,  blue  eyes  and  fair  skin.  War  Department 
records  show  Samuel  Stone  as  Pvt.  in  Capt. 
Lange's  Company,  5  Reg.  (McDowell’s)  Va. 
Militia.  He  served  the  required  100  days  in  the 
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War  of  1812  and  until  his  services  were  terminat¬ 
ed  by  reason  of  honorable  discharge,  November 
30,  1814,  at  Camp  Cross  Roads,  Ellicott’s  Mills, 
Md.,  200  miles  from  place  of  residence,  given  as 
Augusta,  Virginia.  Under  “Remarks’'  on  his 
service  record  it  is  stated  that  Samuel  Stone  en¬ 
listed  as  “a  sub  for  John  Tate.”  It  is  believed 
Augusta,  Virginia,  was  given  as  “place  of  resi¬ 
dence’’  because  John  Tate  was  living  at  Augusta, 
Virginia.  The  parents  of  Samuel  Stone  at  that 
time  were  living  in  Bedford  County,  Virginia. 
Census  records  of  1810  and  1820  show  a  John 
Tate  in  Augusta,  Virginia,  and  show  no  Stone 
family  there. 

In  Annals  of  Augusta ,  Virginia ,  by  Jas.  A. 
Waddell,  pages  395-396,  398,  it  is  stated  that 
Lange’s  Company  served  from  August  30  to  No¬ 
vember  30,  1814,  under  Lt.  Col.  James  Mc¬ 
Dowell.  Privates  numbered  124,  including  prin¬ 
cipals  and  substitutes.  Among  the  privates  was 

John  Tate,  _  This  company  served  as  part 

of  the  5th  Virginia  Regiment,  commanded  by 
Lt.  Col.  James  McDowell,  from  September  1  to 
November  30,  1814,  and  was  mustered  out  at 
Camp  Cross  Roads,  near  Ellicott’s  Mills,  Mary¬ 
land,  by  Maj.  John  Alexander  of  Rockbridge. 
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The  companies  of  Capts.  Givens  and  Lange  in 
September,  1814,  probably  were  on  the  upper 
Potomac  or  in  Maryland  for  the  defense  of  Balti¬ 
more. 

In  1819  Samuel  Stone  went  to  Tennessee,  at 
that  time  a  frontier  of  almost  unbroken  forest.  It 
may  be  that  his  parents  were  then  in  Tennessee  or 
were  on  their  way  to  Missouri.  Census  records  for 
1820  do  not  show  a  Theophilus  Stone  family 
in  Bedford  County,  Virginia. 

Mary  Ann  Chunn  was  at  Nashville,  probably 
attending  school  with  her  Cartwright  or  Chunn 
relatives.  Her  parents,  Launcelot  Chunn,  Jr.,  and 
Martha  (Ridgely)  Chunn,  had  moved  from 
Maryland  to  Morgan  County,  Alabama. 

Launcelot  Chunn,  Jr.,  (1764-1830)  was 
drafted  on  July  27,  1781,  and  served  as  a  soldier 
in  the  2nd  Battalion  of  Militia  raised  to  serve  in 
the  Continental  Army.  (Archives  of  Maryland, 
Vol.  18,  pages  377  and  407.)  His  father,  Launce¬ 
lot  Chunn,  Sr.,  (1723-1809)  married  Judith 
Cartwright,  daughter  of  Judith  (Slye)  Cart¬ 
wright  and  Peter  Cartwright  of  Charles  County, 
Maryland,  and  granddaughter  of  Matthew  Cart¬ 
wright,  emigrant  to  Maryland  and  a  native  of 
Middleborough,  Province  of  Zealand,  Holland. 
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(Register,  Trinity  Parish,  Charles  County,  Mary¬ 
land.)  Launcelot  Chunn,  Sr.,  in  March,  1778, 
subscribed  to  the  Patriot’s  Oath  of  Fidelity  before 
the  Honorable  John  Parnham,  Magistrate  of 
Charles  County,  Maryland.  (Hall  of  Records, 
Annapolis.) 

With  War  of  1812  Pension  Claim  29213  is  the 
following  certificate:

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After  their  marriage,  Samuel  Stone,  and  his 
wife,  Mary  Ann  (Chunn)  Stone,  lived  for  a  short 
time  during  1823-1824  in  Shelbyville,  Tennessee, 
and  then  returned  to  Alabama,  where  they  lived 
for  about  five  years.  In  1829  they  moved  from 
Morgan  County,  Alabama,  to  Hannibal,  Marion 
County,  Missouri,  where  the  parents  of  Samuel 
Stone  had  settled  after  leaving  Bedford,  Virginia. 

“In  1828  there  were  in  the  place  (Hannibal, 
Missouri)  Joseph  H.  Brasher,  Joshua  Mitchell, 
Theophilus  Stone  (Sr.),  and  John  Fry  and  others 
.  .  .  .  Johnson  &  Smith  were  proprietors  of  the 
only  store  in  the  first  part  of  1832,  but  in  a  year 
or  so  left  the  country  .  .  .  In  1833  there  were 
about  fifty  inhabitants,  of  whom  the  following 
were  heads  of  families:  Joseph  Brasher,  Zachariah 
Draper,  Joshua  Mitchell,  Abraham  Curts,  Abner 
Nash,  Isaac  Holt,  a  McGinnis,  John  L.  Lacy, 
James  Clark,  Giles  Thompson,  John  Nelson, 
James  Conroy,  Samuel  Bowen,  Joseph  Craig, 
Samuel  Stone  and  Thomas  Williams  .  .  .  The 
first  ferry  across  the  Mississippi  at  Hannibal  was 
established  by  Samuel  Stone  in  the  spring  of  1831 
(See  county  records) .”  ( History  of  Marion  Coun¬ 
ty ,  Missouri,  pages  894-596  and  997.) 

In  Missouri,  A  Guide  to  the  ‘ Show  Me’  State, 
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compiled  by  workers  of  Writers’  Program  of 
W.P.A.,  page  218,  it  is  stated  that  by  1827  Han¬ 
nibal  had  five  families;  in  1830  it  consisted  of 
‘‘thirty  souls.”  Before  long  a  pork-packing  plant 
was  established;  tobacco  factories,  flour  mills  and 
saw  mills  flourished.  A  school  house  was  erected 
in  1830;  Samuel  Stone  started  a  ferry  in  1832;  a 
library  was  organized;  and  the  Commercial  Ad¬ 
vertiser  was  established  in  1837.  The  town’s 
growth  was  marked  by  milestones.” 

Theophilus  Stone,  Jr.,  son  of  Theophilus  and 
Mary  (Bydeman)  Stone,  and  younger  brother  of 
our  Samuel  Stone,  was  born  in  Bedford  County, 
Virginia,  about  1804,  and  remained  there  until 
grown.  In  1825  he  went  to  New  London,  Ralls 
County,  Missouri,  where  he  resided  for  five  years, 
after  which  he  moved  to  Hannibal  in  Marion 
County,  Missouri.  In  Hannibal  he  had  the  care 
of  his  parents  and  three  sisters,  but  by  industry 
he  struggled  through  and  made  a  competency.  In 
1838,  Theophilus  Stone,  Jr.,  married  Miss  Eliza¬ 
beth  Nash,  daughter  of  Abner  and  Matilda 
(Penn)  Nash  of  Hannibal,  but  formerly  of  Vir¬ 
ginia.  Elizabeth  (Nash)  Stone  died  in  1842  leav¬ 
ing  one  child,  Harriet  E.  Stone.  Theophilus  Stone, 
Jr.,  was  again  married  in  1845,  to  Miss  Eliza 
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Dickey,  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Hut¬ 
chinson)  Dickey  of  Hannibal.  They  were  natives 
of  Pennsylvania  and  of  Scotch  descent.  Theophi- 
lus  Stone,  Jr.,  was  a  Mason  and  was  highly  re¬ 
spected  by  all  who  knew  him.  He  died  in  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1883.  ( History  of  Marion  County ,  Mis¬ 
souri,  page  997.) 

A  record  in  the  Chunn  Bible  kept  by  Samuel 
Stone  and  his  wife,  Mary  Ann  (Chunn)  Stone, 
shows  the  death  of  John  Stone,  Sr.,  on  January 
24,  1857,  in  his  66th  year.  It  is  assumed  this  was 
an  older  brother  of  our  Samuel  Stone. 

Census  records  of  1830  for  Marion  County, 
Missouri,  show  the  family  of  Samuel  Stone  as 
consisting  of: 

2  males  under  5  years 
1  male  of  5  and  under  10  years 
1  male  of  20  and  under  30  years 
1  female  of  20  and  under  30  years. 

Evidently  the  “2  males  under  5  years”  were 
John  Benjamin,  born  February  16,  1828,  in  Ala¬ 
bama,  and  Richard  Chunn,  born  May,  16,  1830, 
in  Missouri.  The  ”1  male  of  5  and  under  10 
years”  was  in  fact  a  female,  Martha  Ann  Rebecca, 
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born  January  6,  1825,  in  Alabama;  and  the  one 
male  and  one  female  "of  20  and  under  30  years" 
were  Samuel  and  Mary  Ann  (Chunn)  Stone. 

In  an  article  on  page  22  of  the  San  Antonio 
Express  for  Monday,  October  28,  1906,  (Univer¬ 
sity  of  Texas  Library),  Mr.  J.  A.  Barnhart  stated 
that  his  Grandfather,  John  W.  Smith,  in  1821 
or  1822  had  married  in  Hannibal,  Missouri, 
where  he  lived,  a  Miss  Harriet  Stone.  (This  Miss 
Harriet  Stone  was  a  sister  our  Samuel  Stone.) 
A  son,  Samuel  Smith,  and  a  daughter,  Mary  Eliza¬ 
beth  Smith  (Mr.  Barnhart’s  mother),  were  born 
to  them;  and  after  the  birth  of  these  two  children 
and  a  short  time  before  the  birth  of  their  third 
child,  John  W.  Smith  resigned  his  position  as 
sheriff  of  Hannibal  in  1826  and  went  to  Texas. 
John  W.  Smith  was  in  fact  William  W.  Smith, 
as  he  was  known  in  Missouri.  (Smith  v.  State, 
1  Texas  Reports,  pages  622-634.)  Harriet  could 
not  be  persuaded  by  her  husband  to  join  him  in 
Texas.  Her  brothers,  Samuel  and  Theophilus, 
warned  her  of  the  dangers  and  hardships  of  living 
in  Texas  and  advised  her  to  get  a  divorce  on 
ground  of  abandonment.  Later  William  W.  Smith 
(known  in  Texas  as  John  W.  Smith)  and  his 
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wife,  Harriet  (Stone)  Smith  were  divorced.  Har¬ 
riet  later  was  married  to  James  Boyce. 

In  the  spring  of  1839  the  families  of  Samuel 
Stone  and  James  Boyce  with  five  other  Hannibal 
families  migrated  to  Texas.  Traveling  by  wagons 
through  undeveloped  country  they  were  beset  with 
many  hardships,  and  in  Texas  they  were  met 
with  all  the  toil  and  privations  incident  to  the 
settlement  of  a  new  country.  Mexico  by  no  means 
had  given  up  claim  to  Texas,  and  agents  of  the 
Mexican  Government  were  inciting  the  Indians  to 
make  war  upon  the  colonists. 

Samuel  Stone  and  his  family  first  settled  at 
Bastrop,  a  small  community  located  on  the  Col¬ 
orado  River  about  thirty  miles  southeast  of  the 
present  site  of  Austin.  The  Boyce  family  settled 
on  Gilleland  Greek,  near  Manor.  As  a  means  of 
livelihood  Samuel  Stone  pursued  his  business  as 
hatter  and  also  installed  a  ferry  at  Bastrop. 

During  those  trying  years  when  the  newly-es¬ 
tablished  Republic  of  Texas  was  struggling  to 
maintain  its  independence  from  Mexico,  Samuel 
Stone  and  his  sons  were  active  as  volunteer  soldiers 
in  the  protection  of  the  community  against  ma¬ 
rauding  Indians  and  continued  Mexican  hostili¬ 
ties.  News  of  the  capture  of  San  Antonio  in  Sep- 
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tember,  1842,  was  a  call  for  the  gathering  of 
frontiersmen  in  the  valleys  of  the  Colorado  and 
the  Guadalupe.  At  that  time  John  W.  Smith  was 
Mayor  of  San  Antonio  and  court  was  in  session. 
Samuel  Stone,  with  his  nephew  Samuel  Smith, 
son  of  Harriet  (Stone)  Smith  and  William  W. 
Smith  (John  W.  Smith),  had  gone  to  San  An- 


W.  Smith,  having  his  horse  nearby,  made  his  es¬ 
cape,  taking  his  son,  Samuel  Smith,  with  him. 

Samuel  Stone  was  one  of  67  prisoners  taken  by 
the  Mexicans  under  Gen.  Adrian  Woll  during 
that  siege  of  San  Antonio  in  September,  1842, 
and  held  in  Castle  Perote  in  Mexico.  He  endured 
hunger,  chains  and  all  the  manifold  sufferings  of 
a  captive  in  the  hands  of  the  Mexicans.  The  story 
of  the  dramatic  escape  of  seventeen  men  from 
Castle  Perote  on  Sunday,  July  2,  1843,  is  told 
in  The  Perote  Prisoners ,  prepared  from  diary  notes 
by  James  L.  Truehart  and  printed  by  Frederick 
Chabot. 

It  was  planned  at  first  to  scale  the  walls  during 
some  stormy  night  when  the  sentinels  could  be 
most  easily  passed.  Some  of  the  men  with  sailor 
experience  had  made  a  long  rope  by  weaving  to- 
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gether  small  pieces  brought  in  from  time  to  time. 
This  rope  would  be  tied  to  the  carriage  of  the 
artillery,  passed  over  the  wall  and  reach  the 
ground  about  thirty  feet  below. 

“In  the  center  one  of  our  prison  rooms,  which 
contained  36  of  our  countrymen,  a  few  lion- 
hearted  fellows  determined  also  to  make  the  at¬ 
tempt  at  escaping.  They  had  commenced  the  op¬ 
eration  of  cutting  through  an  eight  foot  wall,  and 
if  Captain  Reese  and  myself  escaped  by  scaling 
the  walls,  which  we  considered  pretty  certain  of 
accomplishing,  it  would  consequently  break  up 
all  further  chances  of  others  doing  so  by  any 
means  whatever.  We  then  determined  to  join  in 
the  plan  of  cutting  through  the  walls,  and  all  es¬ 
caping  at  the  same  time.  The  breach  was  in  prog¬ 
ress  of  being  made,  several  weeks  having  been 
spent  at  work  on  it,  and  all  who  determined  upon 
the  hazard  were  in  high  spirits,  when  we  were  in¬ 
formed,  through  General  Thompson  and  several 
other  sources,  that  we  would  be  released  on  the 
13th  of  June,  Santa  Anna's  birthday.  Indeed  our 
information  appeared  to  be  so  authentic  we  did 
not  doubt  it,  and  consequently  knocked  off  from 
our  work  upon  the  breach  in  the  wall. 

“Santa  Anna  changed  his  determination  of 
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repatriating  the  Texian  prisoners  as  soon  as  he 
was  informed  that  President  Houston  had  sent 
out  a  party  under  Colonel  Snively  to  rob  the  Santa 
Anna  traders.  In  Houston’s  order  to  Snively  it 
was  stipulated  that  ‘the  spoils  should  be  equally 
divided  between  the  Government  and  the  captors.' 
Green  adds  that  with  this  disgraceful  intelligence 
from  their  country  all  hope  of  speedy  liberation 
vanished,  and  they  again  set  to  work  on  the  breach 
in  the  wall. 

“The  labor  of  boring  through  the  solid  ma¬ 
sonry  was  extremely  tiresome  as  the  hole  had  to 
be  made  horizontally  through  the  wall,  and  con¬ 
sequently  required  the  operator  to  lay  upon  his 
abdomen,  and  rest  upon  his  elbows,  which  posi¬ 
tion,  after  a  few  hours  work,  became  very  painful. 
The  fragments  of  stone  and  mortar  were  buried 
under  the  loose  stone  and  brick  in  the  floor,  and 
some  was  taken  out  under  blankets  and  emptied 
into  the  privy. 

“The  tools  with  which  they  operated  were  nar¬ 
row,  inferior  carpenters’  chisels,  smuggled  in  from 
the  carpenter  shop.  The  Texians  were  obliged  to 
wear  blankets  over  their  shoulders  as  an  essential 
portion  of  their  wardrobe;  and  as  they  despised 
Mexican  fashion  too  much  to  give  it  that  peculiar

wore  them  A  LA  TEXAS  by  first  suspending 
the  blankets  from  a  string,  then  tying  the  ends 
of  the  string  around  the  neck;  which  mode  offered 
both  comfort  and  ample  means  of  smuggling. 

“On  the  first  day  of  July  the  hole  had  been 
drilled  down  to  the  thin  shell  on  the  outer  side, 
which  could  be  easily  burst  out,  after  the  final 
preparations  were  made  for  leaving. 

“For  some  weeks  previous  to  our  escape,  those 
who  intended  to  go  were  busily  engaged,  every 
safe  opportunity,  in  completing  their  arrange¬ 
ments — fixing  their  knapsacks,  saving  all  the 
bread  they  could  procure,  laying  aside  every  cent 
to  purchase  fat  bacon  and  chocolate — 

“At  length,  Sunday,  the  2nd  day  of  July, 
opened  upon  us  with  a  favorable  symptom.  This 
day  we  had  an  officer  of  the  guard  who  was  con¬ 
sidered  less  particular  in  counting  and  inspecting 
us  at  lock-up  times;  and  though  we  wished  to 
celebrate  the  67th  anniversary  of  our  fore-fathers’ 
independence  by  our  emancipation  from  the  pri¬ 
son,  yet  we  considered  this  too  favorable  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  lose.  We  passed  the  word  for  all  who 
intended  to  go  to  be  in  readiness  by  night. 

4 ’Sixteen  of  our  party  finally  determined  to 
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make  the  effort.  Of  the  sixteen,  Richard  Barclay, 
R.  Cornegay,  John  Forester,  John  Dalrymple, 
Thomas  Hancock,  Isaac  Allen,  John  Young, 
Davis,  Stone,  Beck  and  Elley,  were  inmates  of 
the  center  prison  room,  through  which  the  breach 
had  been  made.  John  Twohig  and  D.  C.  Ogden 
belonged  to  the  right-hand  room;  Captain  Reese, 
Daniel  Drake,  Henrie  (Dan)  and  myself  belonged 
to  the  room  on  the  left.  To  transfer  ourselves 
from  the  outside  rooms  to  the  one  in  the  center, 
and  get  some  of  the  inmates  of  that  room  to 
supply  our  places  and  elude  the  vigilance  of  the 
officers  at  lock-up  hour,  was  a  ticklish  business 
and  required  much  address. 

“At  seven  o'clock  we  commenced  our  final 
preparations  before  emerging  from  the  room. 
This  was  to  remove  the  shell  of  the  wall  yet  upon 
the  outside,  then  to  make  one  end  of  the  rope  fast 
inside  the  room  and  pass  it  through,  by  which 
we  would  have  to  let  ourselves  down  to  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  moat. 

“All  things  being  now  ready  and  John  Two¬ 
hig,  a  gallant  son  of  the  Emerald  Isle,  got  into 
the  breach  feet  foremost,  and,  drawing  his  bundle 
after  him  inch  by  inch  squeezed  out,  and  let  him¬ 
self  down  from  and  about  thirty  feet  to  the  bot- 
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tom  of  the  moat.  The  depth  and  smallness  of  the 
hole  rendered  this  operation  exceedingly  slow. 
Another  and  another  followed,  and  at  half  past 
twelve,  after  three  hours  and  a  half  of  hard  labor 
all  of  the  sixteen  had  safely  landed.  The  smallest 
of  us  having  gone  through  first,  for  fear  the  largest 
might  hang  in  the  hole  and  stop  it  up,  it  now 
came  to  Stone’s  turn,  who  was  a  large  man.  He 
hung  fast,  and  could  neither  go  backward  nor 
forward.  In  this  situation  being  wedged  in  as  fast 
as  his  giant  strength  could  force  him,  our  friends 
on  the  inside  of  the  room,  who  had  been  assisting 
us,  had  to  reach  in  the  hole  and  tie  ropes  to  his 
hands,  and  draw  him  back.  This  operation  was 
very  much  like  drawing  his  arms  out  of  his  body, 
but  did  not  satisfy  him.  1  have  a  wife  and  chil¬ 
dren  at  home/  says  he,  'and  I  would  rather  die 
than  stay  here  another  day:  I  will  get  through  or 
leave  no  skin  upon  my  bones/  So  saying,  he  dis¬ 
robed  himself;  his  very  great  exertion  causing  him 
to  prespire  freely,  answered  nearly  as  well  for  the 
second  effort  as  if  he  had  been  greased,  and  he 
went  through  after  the  most  powerful  labor, 
leaving  both  skin  and  flesh  behind/’ 

Samuel  Stone  was  one  of  those  who  were  re¬ 
captured  and  returned  to  Castle  Perote,  where 
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they  were  held  until  finally  released  on  March  23, 
1844,  through  efforts  of  Gen.  Waddy  Thompson, 
United  States  Minister  to  Mexico. 

After  nearly  two  years  of  captivity  in  Mexico, 
Samuel  Stone  returned  to  Bastrop,  Texas,  and  in 
1845  he  moved  his  family  to  Austin.  According 
to  records  of  the  General  Land  Office,  State  of 
Texas,  Certificate  No.  264  for  640  acres  of  land 
in  Travis  County  was  issued  to  Samuel  Stone  by 
virtue  of  his  having  become  a  resident  citizen  of 
the  Republic  of  Texas.  (This  certificate  was  is¬ 
sued  by  the  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  of  the 
County  of  Bastrop  on  December  29,  1839.)  Due 
to  conflict  with  earlier  surveys  the  original  grant 
later  was  changed,  and  by  Certificate  No.  22  he 
received  a  grant  for  640  acres  in  Limestone  Coun¬ 
ty,  surveyed  April  30,  1857,  and  patented  March 
15,  1862.  However,  choosing  to  build  his  home 
at  Austin,  Samuel  Stone  purchased  the  tract  of 
land  bordering  on  the  south  bank  of  the  Colorado 
River  and  lying  about  two  miles  southeast  of  the 
capital  city  of  Austin.  There  on  the  home  place 
he  had  selected  he  built  a  small  log  cabin  which 
later  was  enlarged  as  a  double  log  cabin,  with 
kitchen  in  the  rear. 

As  a  step  toward  progress  and  a  means  of  live- 
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lihood,  Samuel  Stone  placed  in  operation  (in 
1846)  the  first  ferry  across  the  Colorado  River  at 
Austin.  This  ferry  continued  as  the  only  means 
of  crossing  the  river  at  Austin  until  1882  when 
the  bridge  was  completed  at  the  foot  of  Congress 
Avenue. 

During  the  gold  rush  in  1849,  Samuel  Stone 
and  his  two  older  sons,  John  Benjamin  and 
Thomas  Henry,  went  to  California,  leaving  the 
younger  son,  Samuel  Theophilus  Stone,  a  lad  just 
under  thirteen,  and  his  mother  to  take  care  of  the 
ferry  and  the  younger  children,  Charles  William 
and  Mary  Ophelia  (Kate).  John  Goodlet  was 
employed  as  help  on  the  ferry.  The  older  daugh¬ 
ter,  Martha  Ann  Rebecca,  married  in  December, 
1849,  and  she  and  her  husband,  John  W.  Hague, 
lived  with  her  mother. 

The  “Forty-niners’'  returned  to  Austin  in 
1851.  Some  of  the  gold  nuggets  which  they 
brought  home  are  still  in  possession  of  the  family. 
Star-shaped  scarf  pins  made  from  the  1849  gold 
are  worn  presently  by  great-grandsons,  William 
Theophilus  Ricks  and  Samuel  Beal  Ricks  of  Aus¬ 
tin,  Texas.  These  pins  originally  were  parts  of 
ear-rings  made  for  their  grandmother  and  later 
worn  by  their  mother. 
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The  huge  iron  kettle  which  was  used  by  Samuel 
Stone  in  his  business  as  hatter  eventually  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  children  of  his  son,  Samuel  T.  Stone, 
to  the  Daughters  of  the  Republic  of  Texas  and  it 
now  rests  in  the  museum  in  the  old  Land  Office 
Building,  11th  and  Brazos  Streets,  Austin. 

After  their  return  from  California,  Samuel 
Stone  and  his  sons  built  a  new  and  larger  ferry 
boat  which  for  some  time  was  operated  near  the 
mouth  of  Waller  Creek.  In  1855  they  built  the 
commodious  and  comfortable  house  which  stood 
among  the  liveoak  trees  on  the  high  south  bank 
of  the  Colorado  River  and  in  which  the  Stone 
family  lived  through  the  next  two  succeeding 
generations.  This  house  was  strongly  constructed. 
White  stone  quarried  from  the  nearby  cliffs  was 
used  in  building  the  cellar  walls  and  the  pillars 
supporting  the  house.  Durable  cypress  lumber 
hauled  by  ox-team  from  the  saw  mills  at  Bastrop 
was  used  for  the  walls,  which  were  filled  in  with 
a  concrete  mixture.  The  floors  were  made  of 
smooth  cedar  from  the  brakes  near  Webberville. 

Samuel  Stone  died  at  this  home  near  Austin, 
Texas,  on  October  23,  1857,  at  the  age  of  60.  He 
was  buried  on  the  home  place.  After  many  years, 
his  grave  and  the  grave  of  his  eldest  child,  Mrs. 
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Martha  Ann  Rebecca  (Stone)  Hague,  were  moved 
to  the  private  graveyard  on  the  farm  of  his  grand¬ 
daughter,  Mrs.  Anna  Pope  (Hague)  Austin,  and 
her  husband,  Charles  F.  Austin,  about  ten  miles 
southeast  of  Austin,  Texas.  On  May  20,  1954, 
the  remains  of  Samuel  Stone  were  moved  to  the 
Texas  State  Cemetery  in  Austin. 

In  his  obituary  it  is  stated:  “Mr.  Stone  was  a 
man  of  noble  and  generous  impulses,  an  affection¬ 
ate  husband  and  father,  and  a  warm  friend;  and 
his  character  had  received  its  form  and  coloring 
from  the  frontier  life  he  had  always  led.  His  sick¬ 
ness  was  rapid  and  malignant  from  the  first,  and 
he  was  earnest  in  supplication  to  the  Throne  of 
Grace  for  pardon  and  acceptance  with  God, 
through  the  merits  of  a  Divine  Redeemer.  His  re¬ 
mains  were  attended  to  the  grave  by  the  Masonic 
Fraternity  of  which  he  was  a  member,  as  well  as 
by  many  others  of  his  many  friends.  He  will  long 
be  remembered  as  one  of  the  few  and  brave  pio¬ 
neers  of  that  civilization  which  so  many  are  now 
permitted  to  enjoy/’ 

Mary  Ann  (Chunn)  Stone  died  July  1,  1892, 
at  the  age  of  91,  at  the  home  of  her  son  Thomas 
H.  Stone  in  Martindale,  Texas.  She  was  buried 
in  the  Martindale  Cemetery.  On  May  21,  1954, 
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her  remains  were  placed  beside  her  husband, 
Samuel  Stone,  in  the  Texas  State  Cemetery. 

Mary  Ann  (Chunn)  Stone  was  a  woman  of 
remarkable  fortitude.  She  was  a  devout  Christian 
and  throughout  her  long  life  she  relied  implicitly 
upon  God's  protecting  care.  One  of  her  favorite 
Psalms  was  “The  Lord  is  my  shield  and  my 
buckler;  He  will  preserve  me  from  all  harm." 

In  course  of  final  arrangements  for  interment 
of  Samuel  Stone  and  Mary  Ann  (Chunn)  Stone 
in  the  Texas  State  Cemetery,  the  secretary  of  the 
State  Board  of  Control,  wrote: 

“We  are  happy  to  advise  that  it  has  been  de¬ 
termined  that  Samuel  Stone  and  Mary  Ann 
(Chunn)  Stone  are  eligible  for  burial  in  the  State 
Cemetery.  You  may  proceed  to  remove  their  re¬ 
mains  any  time  you  wish. 

“Perhaps  the  first  step  should  be  to  contact  our 
caretaker,  Mr.  Walpole,  and  choose  an  appropriate 
location.  .  .  . 

“The  Board  of  Control  as  custodian  of  the 
State  Cemetery  is  certainly  proud  to  have  your 
grandparents  join  the  other  illustrious  Texans 
whose  remains  are  in  our  care.” 

The  site  chosen  for  the  graves  is  considered 
happily  appropriate  because  of  the  beautiful  view 
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overlooking  the  old  Stone  home  place  directly 
across  the  river. 

The  original  tombstones  were  transferred  to 
the  new  graves,  a  small  white  marble  headstone 
at  the  grave  of  Samuel  Stone  and  the  larger  granite 
headstone  at  the  grave  of  Mary  Ann  (Chunn) 
Stone. 

In  memory  of  Samuel  Stone  as  a  veteran  of 
the  War  of  1812,  the  bronze  marker  bearing  the 
insignia  of  the  United  States  Daughters  of  1812 
was  placed  at  his  grave  in  the  Texas  State  Ceme¬ 
tery,  and  on  November  28,  1954,  this  marker 
was  unveiled  with  appropriate  dedication  cere¬ 
monies  sponsored  by  Oliver  Hazzard  Perry  Chap¬ 
ter  of  the  Texas  Society,  U.  S.  Daughters  of  1812.

“Nothing  is  really  ended  until  it  is  forgotten.

“Therefore,  we  the  Oliver  Hazzard  Perry 
Chapter,  United  States  Daughters  of  1812,  dedi¬ 
cate  this  marker  in  grateful  recognition  of  the 
significance  of  this  place  and  in  grateful  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  services  rendered  by  Samuel  Stone  for 
our  country.  May  it  help  to  keep  alive  an  ap¬ 
preciation  of  our  heritage  from  the  past  and  to 
indicate  our  appreciation  that  the  world  may 
know  of  the  esteem  which  our  organization  holds 
for  him  and  the  unselfish  efforts  made  by  him 
toward  preserving  the  liberty  and  freedom  of  our 
country.” 

Mrs.  Kelly  McAdams,  state  president,  Texas 
Society  of  U.  S.  Daughters  of  1812,  in  speaking 
of  the  grave  marking  project  stated  that  among 
the  purposes  of  the  society  are:  To  promote  pa¬ 
triotism,  to  preserve  and  increase  knowledge  of 
the  history  of  the  American  people  by  preserva¬ 
tion  of  documents  and  relics,  the  recording  of 
family  histories  and  traditions,  the  celebrating  of 
patriotic  anniversaries,  and  especially  the  emphasi- 
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zing  and  teaching  of  heroic  deeds  in  the  civil, 
military  and  naval  life  of  those  who  molded  the 
government  of  the  United  States  and  saved  it 
from  foes  between  the  close  of  the  American  Rev¬ 
olution  and  the  close  of  the  War  of  1812,  and 
in  marking  the  graves  of  those  who  participated 
in  the  War  of  1812. 

This  beautiful  marker  with  ceremonies  by 
Oliver  Hazzard  Perry  Chapter,  U.  S.  Daughters 
of  1812,  in  memory  of  Pvt.  Samuel  Stone  was 
accepted  with  sincere  appreciation  on  the  part  of 
the  descendants,  who  were  proud  to  have  their 
ancestors,  Samuel  Stone  and  Mary  Ann  (Chunn) 
Stone,  so  honored  after  nearly  one  hundred  years. 
Appreciation  was  expressed  also  for  the  additional 
honor  of  having  the  graves  placed  in  the  Texas 
State  Cemetery  among  other  worthy  Texas  pa¬ 
triots. 

Many  of  the  descendants  and  friends  of  the 
family  were  present  at  the  unveiling  ceremonies. 
A  delegation  from  Capt.  Augustus  Jones  Chapter, 
U.  S.  Daughters  of  1812,  came  from  San  Anto¬ 
nio  to  attend  the  ceremonies. 

In  course  of  introduction  of  descendants,  special 
mention  was  made  of  Samuel  Terry  Stone  as  the 
fifth  in  direct  line  bearing  the  name  of  Samuel 
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Stone.  He  is  the  son  of  Samuel  R.  B.  Stone,  son 
of  Samuel  A.  Stone,  son  of  Samuel  Theophilus 
Stone,  son  of  Samuel  Stone  (1797-1857).  Also, 
mention  was  made  of  the  other  male  descendants 
carrying  the  Stone  name,  John  Charles  Stone 
and  Roy  Thomas  Stone  and  their  father,  Charles 
Wallace  Stone,  son  of  Allie  Roy  Stone,  son  of 
Charles  William  Stone,  son  of  Samuel  Stone 
(1797-1857). 

Records  of  marriages,  births  and  deaths  in  the 
Samuel  Stone  family  were  kept  in  the  Bible  that 
had  passed  into  possession  of  Mary  Ann  Chunn 
from  her  parents,  Launcelot  Chunn,  Jr.,  and  his 
wife,  Martha  (Ridgely)  Chunn.  This  Bible  fin¬ 
ally  was  given  to  Albert  Gallatin  Boyce  (known 
as  Ky  Boyce),  son  of  William  Boyce  and  his  wife 
Mary  Ophelia  (Kate  Stone)  Boyce,  and  later 
came  into  possesion  of  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Vic¬ 
toria  (Boyce)  Blackburn,  of  Carlsbad,  New 
Mexico.

As 
the  eldest  of  seven  children,  all  boys  except  herself 
and  the  youngest  child,  Mary  Ophelia  (Kate), 
she  was  depended  upon  to  carry  a  full  share  of 
the  family  responsibilities.  Her  school  training 
was  by  private  tuition.  Martha  Ann  Rebecca 
Stone  was  married  on  December  19,  1849,  to 
John  W.  Hague,  formerly  of  Missouri,  and  they 
continued  to  live  with  her  parents  at  the  Stone 
home.  She  died  on  January  6,  1869,  leaving  three 
young  children  who  remained  with  the  Stone 
family  until  they  were  married.  She  was  buried 
in  the  small  graveyard  on  the  home  place.  After 
many  years  her  remains  were  moved  to  the  private 
graveyard  on  the  farm  of  her  daughter  and  son- 
in-law,  Anna  Pope  and  Charles  F.  Austin.

II.  John  Benjamin  Stone  (1828-1902),  eldest 
son  of  Samuel  Stone  and  his  wife,  Mary  Ann 
(Chunn)  Stone,  was  born  in  Morgan  County, 
Alabama.  He  was  eleven  years  of  age  when  the 
family  moved  in  1839  from  Hannibal,  Mis¬ 
souri,  to  Texas.  John  Benjamin  Stone  served 
with  the  Texas  Rangers,  and  in  Company  T, 
32nd  Texas  Cavalry,  Army  of  the  Confederacy. 
He  is  buried  in  the  Texas  State  Cemetery  in  Aus¬ 
tin.  He  left  no  family. 

III.  Richard  Chunn  Stone  (1830-1836),  son 
of  Samuel  Stone  and  his  wife,  Mary  Ann 
(Chunn)  Stone,  was  born  in  Hannibal,  Missouri. 
He  died  January  23,  1836,  and  is  buried  in  Han¬ 
nibal. 

IV.  Thomas  Henry  Stone  (1833-191 1),  son  of 
Samuel  Stone  and  his  wife,  Mary  Ann  (Chunn) 
Stone,  was  born  in  Hannibal,  Missouri,  and  was 
under  six  years  of  age  when  the  family  moved  to 
Texas  in  1839.  He  served  with  the  Texas  Rangers 
and  in  the  Army  of  the  Confederacy.  Thomas 
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Henry  Stone  and  Adelaide  Martindale  were  mar¬ 
ried  May  31,  1866,  and  made  their  home  at  Mar¬ 
tindale,  Caldwell  County,  Texas.  They  had  no 
children  except  an  adopted  daughter,  Annie  Mae 
Stone,  who  died  when  she  was  about  twenty 
years  of  age. 

V.  Samuel  Theophilus  Stone  (1837-1921), 
familiarly  called  Doc  Stone,  son  of  Samuel  Stone 
and  his  wife,  Mary  Ann  (Chunn)  Stone,  was 
born  May  7,  1837,  in  Hannibal,  Missouri,  and 
was  only  two  years  of  age  when  the  family  moved 
to  Texas  in  1839.  He  was  a  child  of  five  when 
his  father  was  taken  as  a  prisoner  by  the  Mexicans 
under  Gen.  Adrian  Woll  during  the  siege  of  San 
Antonio  in  1842.  After  his  father’s  death  in  1857, 
Samuel  T.  Stone,  known  as  Doc  Stone,  became 
proprietor  of  the  ferry  at  Austin.  For  many  years 
he  took  care  of  his  mother  and  other  members  of 
the  family.  He  finally  bought  the  home,  including 
the  farm  and  pasture  land,  as  well  as  the  ferry 
from  his  mother. 

War  Department  records  show  that  Samuel  T. 
Stone,  private,  enlisted  March  31,  1862,  in  Com¬ 
pany  B,  4th  Regiment  Texas  Infantry,  Confeder¬ 
ate  States  Army,  at  Austin,  Texas.  By  Special 
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Order  dated  February  14,  1865,  he  was  transfer¬ 
red  to  Company  D,  8th  Regiment  Texas  Cavalry, 
Confederate  States  Army,  by  reason  of  being  un¬ 
fit  for  infantry  service  from  wounds  received  in 
battle.  He  had  been  wounded  in  the  left  shoulder 
during  the  Battle  of  Chickamauga,  had  lost  hear¬ 
ing  in  his  left  ear,  and  had  suffered  untold  hard¬ 
ships  in  the  service.  On  October  23,  1866,  his 
younger  sister,  Mary  Ophelia  (Kate)  wrote  in  her 
diary:  “Doc  returned  from  the  east  in  very  bad 
health/'  and  on  November  7,  “Found  Doc  very 
sick  with  chill  when  I  got  home  from  school." 

Samuel  T.  Stone  and  Sarah  N.  A.  Sawyer, 
daughter  of  Sterling  Bee  and  Martha  Lemmon 
(Forehand)  Sawyer,  were  married  on  September 
6,  1868. 

Sarah  Narcissus  Adeline  Sawyer  was  born  Au¬ 
gust  11,  1850,  at  Marshall,  Texas.  Her  parents 
were  of  English  descent.  They  had  moved  prior  to 
1850  from  Tennessee  to  Texas,  locating  first  at 
Marshall,  later  moving  to  Webberville,  then  fin¬ 
ally  settling  near  Austin,  Texas.  The  Sawyer 
home  place  lay  along  the  south  side  of  the  Col¬ 
orado  River  about  two  miles  east  of  the  Stone 
home  and  near  the  Tinnin  farm.  Sarah  had  barely 
passed  her  eighteenth  birthday  when  she  married 
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Samuel  T.  Stone,  thirteen  years  her  senior.  Their 
nine  children  all  were  born  and  reared  at  the  old 
Stone  home.  The  family  moved  in  1906  to  the 
north  side  of  the  city  of  Austin  for  convenience 
to  school  and  work,  and  later  sold  the  homestead 
and  bought  the  place  at  401  East  17th  Street, 
Austin.

VI.  Charles  William  Stone  (1842-1919),  son 
of  Samuel  Stone  and  his  wife,  Mary  Ann  (Chunn) 
Stone,  was  born  January  3,  1842,  at  Bastrop, 
Republic  of  Texas.  He  served  with  Terry's  Texas 
Rangers  and  in  the  Texas  Division  of  the  Army 
of  the  Confederacy.  He  married  Martha  Elizabeth 
Ellison,  January  19,  1869.  They  made  their  home 
in  Lockhart,  Caldwell  County,  Texas.  Martha 
Elizabeth  Ellison  was  born  June  1,  1843,  in  De-

VII.  Mary  Ophelia  (Kate)  Stone  (1845- 
1937),  daughter  of  Samuel  Stone  and  his  wife, 
Mary  Ann  (Chunn)  Stone,  was  born  April  29, 
1845,  at  Bastrop,  Republic  of  Texas,  a  short 
time  before  the  family  moved  to  Austin.  At  an 
early  age  she  entered  school  with  her  brothers  in 
the  old  B.  J.  Smith  private  school  at  West  6th 
and  Rio  Grande  Streets,  and  after  the  death  of 
her  father  she  taught  in  a  private  school  at  San 
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Marcos.  She  was  married  November  6,  1868,  to 
William  Boyce.  They  established  their  home  on 
the  Cameron  Road  about  twelve  miles  northeast 
of  Austin,  where  they  reared  a  family  of  seven 
children — six  daughters  and  one  son.  The  two 
eldest  daughters  both  married  when  they  were 
quite  young  and  had  large  families. 

After  the  death  of  her  husband,  William  Boyce, 
on  June  16,  1905,  Mrs.  Boyce  with  two  of  her 
younger  daughters  moved  from  the  farm  to  live 
in  Austin.  Mrs.  Mary  Ophelia  (Kate)  Stone 
Boyce  was  a  member  of  Oliver  Hazzard  Perry 
Chapter,  U.  S.  Daughters  of  1812,  and  was  one 
of  the  few  “real”  daughters,  since  her  father  had 
been  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812.  She  was  also 
a  “real”  Daughter  of  the  Republic  of  Texas,  hav¬ 
ing  been  born  in  the  Republic  of  Texas.  She  was 
a  member  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy, 
her  husband,  William  Boyce,  having  served  in 
the  Texas  Cavalry  (Darnell’s  Regiment),  Con¬ 
federate  States  Army.  She  died  on  March  25, 
1937,  at  the  age  of  92.  Her  remains  rest  in  the 
Texas  State  Cemetery.

The  first  record  found  for  John  Chunn,  planter, 
in  the  Province  of  Maryland  was  in  the  year 
1683,  when  as  a  freeholder  of  St.  Mary's  County, 
he  was  assigned  by  John  Daniel,  planter,  a  war¬ 
rant  for  50  acres  of  land  which  was  surveyed  and 
granted  under  the  name  of  “Chunn's  Purchase.”1 
The  tract  lay  on  the  west  side  of  the  Wicomico 
River  in  Charles  County  and  adjoined  the  planta¬ 
tions  of  George  Newman  and  the  said  John 
Daniel. 

In  1688  as  John  Chunn,  of  St.  Mary’s  County, 
planter,  he  patented  50  acres  of  land,  which  was 
given  the  name  of  “Muriell’s  Choice.”  A  portion 
of  the  letters  patent  read  as  follows: 


“.  .  .  .  hath  due  unto  him  fifty  acres  of  land  by  assign¬ 
ment  of  Richard  Edolen  of  the  said  County  part  of  a 
warrant  of  200  acres  granted  to  the  said  Edolen  on  5 
October  1686  called  Muriell’s  Choice,  beginning  at  a 
bounded  red  oak  on  the  north  side  of  a  branch  about 
one-half  mile  from  the  house  of  the  said  John  Chunn 
and  running  up  the  branch  east  88  perches  ...  to  be 
held  by  the  Manor  of  Calverton.” 


The  annual  rent  was  to  be  two  shillings  payable 
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at  the  high  feast  of  St.  Michael's  the  Archangel.2 

On  November  4,  1717,  John  Chunn  witnessed 
the  last  will  and  testament  of  John  Rogers,  Gent., 
of  Charles  County,  and  was  present  at  its  proba¬ 
tion  on  January  13,  1717/8.3 

In  1722  John  Chunn  with  his  friend,  John 
Wilson,  both  of  Charles  County,  patented  jointly 
the  tract  known  as  ‘  ‘Partnership"  .  .  .  “inasmuch 
as  John  Chunn  Senr  and  John  Wilson,  both  of 
Charles  County,  Planters,  hath  due  unto  them 
100  acres  of  land  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  dated 
13  April  1719  in  Newport  Forest  beginning  at 
a  bounded  oak  standing  at  the  head  of  a  branch 
in  line  of  the  said  Wilson's  land  on  which  he  now 
lives  .  .  .  running  thence  east  159  perches  then 
south  108  perches  thence  west  149  perches  then 
to  the  first  point  containing  in  all  100  acres  more 
or  less."  The  date  of  original  survey  was  Septem¬ 
ber  14,  1719,  with  an  annual  rent  of  four 
shillings.4 

John  Chunn  died  intestate  in  Charles  County 
sometime  prior  to  March  11,  1734/5.  No  public 
administration  was  made  on  his  estate,  but  before 
his  death  he  requested  his  son  and  heir,  John 
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Chunn,  Jr.,  to  partition  the  land  among  the  sons, 
as  shown  by  the  following  deed.5 

“At  the  request  of  Joseph  Chunn,  Benjamin  Chunn, 
and  Andrew  Chunn,  recorded  22  August  1735.  I,  John 
Chunn,  of  Charles  County,  Province  of  Maryland, 
Planter,  as  well  for  and  in  consideration  of  my  deceased 
Father’s  request  as  for  divers  other  good  causes  and 
considerations  me  here  into  moving  have  given  and 
granted  unto  my  beloved  brothers  Joseph  Chunn, 
Benjamin  Chunn,  and  Andrew  Chunn  the  several 
tracts  of  land  hereafter  named.  To  my  brother  Joseph 
Chunn  and  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever  all  that  tract 
called  ‘Muriell's  Choice’  containing  50  acres  in  the  coun¬ 
ty  aforesaid.  To  my  brother  Benjamin  Chunn  50  acres 
....  part  of  a  tract  called  *. East  Marling ’  to  be  divided 
with  a  north  south  line  through  the  middle  of  ye  said 
tract  and  to  lye  on  the  west  and.  thereof  to  him  and 
his  heirs  and  assigns  forever.  To  my  brother  Andrew 
Chunn  part  of  the  said  tract  called  ‘East  Marling’ 
bounded  by  the  line  aforesaid  to  be  the  east  and  con¬ 
taining  50  acres.  .  .  .  also  part  of  a  tract  of  land  by 
agreement  from  my  brother  Samuel  Chunn  contain¬ 
ing  50  acres  being  the  east  end  of  ‘Partnership’  already 
divided  by  a  north  south  line  to  him  and  his  heirs 
hereby  ratifying  and  confirming  the  said  lands  with 


Note:  The  Ren l  Rolls  show  that  “Chunn’s  Purchase”  of  50 
acres  was  surveyed  on  April  23,  1673,  for  John  Daniel  and  John 
Chunn  and  began  at  Atwickes  bound  tree.  In  or  about  1707  the  tract 
was  possessed  by  John  Contee,  of  Charles  County.

The  Rent  Rolls  furthermore  show  that  ‘‘Muriell’s  Choice”  was 
surveyed  on  February  9,  1687/8,  for  John  Chunn,  and  that  he  was 
in  full  possession  about  the  year  1707.  On  March  11,  1734,  the  tract 
was  conveyed  by  John  Chunn  to  Joseph  Chunn.  Ref:  Rent  Roll.

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all  and  singular  rights,  privileges,  appurtenances . 

to  them  and  their  heirs  .  .  .  except  my  Father’s  burying 
Place  and  20  feet  square  about  it . 11  March  1734.” 

John  Chunn  signed  the  deed  of  conveyance  in  the 
presence  of  John  Howard  and  Thomas  Stone.  On 
the  back  of  the  deed  was  thus  written: 

“Charles  County.  11  March  1734  came  John  Chunn 
party  to  the  within  deed  of  gift  and  acknowledged 
the  same  to  be  his  free  will  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
.  .  .  before  us  two  of  his  Lordship’s  Justices  for  the 
county  aforesaid.”

Benjamin  Chunn,  son  of  John  Chunn  and  his 
wife,  was  born  about  1695  in  either  Charles  or 
St,  Mary’s  County,  Maryland,  On  August  22, 
1735,  he  with  his  brothers,  requested  a  division 
of  his  father’s  landed  estate,  and  accordingly  re¬ 
ceived  50  acres  of  the  tract  known  as  “East  Marl¬ 
ing,’’  which  became  his  dwelling-plantation.1 

He  married  Rebecca  _ ,  certainly  before

He  died  intestate  during  the  latter  part  of  1753, 
at  which  time  letters  of  administration  were 
granted  to  his  widow,  Rebecca  Chunn,  with 
Andrew  Chunn  and  Thomas  Pettit  as  her  sure¬ 
ties.2 

The  inventory  of  his  personal  estate  was  ap¬ 
praised  on  December  10,  1753,  and  listed  12 
Negroes  as  well  as  much  leather  and  hides  which 
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perhaps  indicated  that  he  operated  a  tannery. 
Launcelot  Chunn  and  Samuel  Chunn  approved 

the  appraisement  as  the  kinsmen,  while  _ 

Campbell  and  Erasmus  Gill  approved  as  the 
greatest  creditors.  The  papers  were  filed  by  Re¬ 
becca  Chunn,  his  relict  and  administratrix,  and 
passed  by  the  Deputy  Commissary  on  January 
26,  1 753/4. 3 

After  all  claims  or  indebtedness  against  the  es¬ 
tate  were  met,  the  balance  or  £329/5/9  was 
distributed  according  to  law  to  the  following 
heirs:  Lancelot;  Samuel;  Rebecca;  Jesse;  Anne; 
(the  foregoing  all  of  age)  ;  Joseph,  aged  19  years 
old  February  last  ;  Benjamin,  17  years  old  Jan¬ 
uary  last;  Sybell,  15  years  old  February  last; 
Phebe,  13  years  old  March  last;  Eleazar,  11  years 
old  last  February;  Chloe,  9  years  old  last  January; 
and  Levi,  7  years  old  last  January.4

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LAUNCELOT  CHUNN 3 

cl723— 1809 

Launcelot  Chunn,  son  and  heir  of  Benjamin 
and  Rebecca  Chunn,  was  born  in  or  about  1723, 
having  deposed  to  be  59  years  of  age  in  1782.1 
He  shared  in  the  distribution  of  his  father’s  estate 
in  1754. 2 

Before  the  death  of  his  father,  or  on  May  4, 
1753,  he  married  Judith  Cartwright,  according 
to  the  register  of  Trinity  Parish,  Charles  County.3 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Peter  Cartwright  of 
Charles  County  and  Judith,  his  wife,  and  the 
granddaughter  of  Matthew  Cartwright,  the  emi¬ 
grant  to  Maryland,  a  native  of  Middleborough, 
Province  of  Zealand,  Holland.4 

Peter  Cartwright,  her  father,  was  the  youngest 
son  of  the  emigrant,  and  was  born  in  or  about 
1687,  deposed  to  be  aged  50  in  1737.  He  died 
testate  in  Charles  County;  his  last  will  and  testa¬ 
ment,  dated  November  25,  1748,  was  witnessed 
by  Samuel  Chunn,  Peter  Dent  and  John  Tull, 
and  probated  at  court  on  July  22,  1751.  He  failed 
to  name  any  of  his  daughters  in  the  instrument, 
but  at  the  settlement  of  the  estate  on  October  12, 
1751,  Hester  Cartwright  and  Thomas  Cart- 
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wright,  the  executors,  referred  to  ten  children,  but 
named  only  nine,  among  whom  was  “Judith 
Cartwright,  a  daughter  of  the  deceased.” 

Launcelot  Chunn  and  his  wife,  Judith,  main¬ 
tained  their  early  seat  in  East  Newport  Hundred 
on  “East  Marling,”  which  had  descended  to  him 
through  his  father  and  his  grandfather.5  On  Feb¬ 
ruary  10,  1773,  he  conveyed  to  Zachariah  Chunn 
for  a  consideration  of  £10  a  portion  of  his  plan¬ 
tation  which  adjoined  the  land  of  John  Cage. 
Judith  Chunn,  his  wife,  waived  all  dower  rights 
before  Philip  Briscoe  and  Samuel  Briscoe,  two 
magistrates  for  Charles  County.6* 

On  the  same  day  he  purchased  from  Stephen 
Davis,  of  Charles  County,  a  50-acre  portion  of 
“Lumley,”  which  adjoined  the  land  of  the  said 
Stephen  Davis  and  William  Compton.7 

In  March,  1778,  Launcelot  Chunn  (1723- 
1809)  subscribed  to  the  Patriot's  Oath  of  Fidelity 
before  the  Honorable  John  Parnham,  Magistrate 
of  Charles  County.8 

Launcelot  Chunn  (1723-1809)  negotiated  his 
last  will  and  testament  on  November  29,  1804, 
in  the  presence  of  Walter  Davis,  Zachariah  Mat¬ 
tingly  and  Walter  Bond.  It  was  proved  according¬ 
ly  on  June  13,  1809,  at  a  court  held  in  Charles 
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County.  He  devised  his  entire  landed  estate  to  his 
son,  Amos  Chunn,  and  bequeathed  the  personal 
estate  to  his  wife,  Judith  Chunn,  failing  to  men¬ 
tion  other  children.9 

Before  the  ultimate  settlement  of  the  estate, 
March  18,  1813,  his  widow,  Judith,  had  died 
and  according  to  the  land,  the  balance  or  $195.11 
was  distributed  to  his  surviving  heirs  as  follows:10

Mary  Ridgely,  widow  of  William  Ridgely, 
married,  secondly,  John  Lynch,  according  to  li¬ 
cense  issued  in  Frederick  County,  Maryland,  on 
February  13,  1779.  Ref:  Land  Office,  Circuit 
Court,  Frederick  Courthouse. 

Mary  Lynch,  widow  of  William  Ridgely  and 
John  Lynch,  died  testate  in  Frederick  County, 
Maryland.  Her  last  will  and  testament,  dated 
September  13,  1813,  was  proved  at  court  on  Jan¬ 
uary  3,  1814.  . Five  Pounds  Sterling  to 

be  laid  out  in  Silver  Tea  Spoons  and  given  to  my 
Grand  Daughter  MARY  ANN  CHUNN  at  the 

death  of  her  Mother  (unnamed) . in  the 

meantime  to  be  kept  and  used  by  her  the  said

464,  Frederick  Courthouse.  (Some  of  these  spoons 
are  still  in  possession  of  the  family.) 

On  July  28,  1798,  Lancelot  Chunn,  of  Fred¬ 
rick  County,  and  Martha,  his  wife,  conveyed  to 
Isaac  Cole,  of  the  same  county,  and  Sarah  his  wife, 
whereas  ‘‘the  said  Martha  and  Sarah  hold  by  de¬ 
scent  as  heirs  and  coparceners  from  their  father 
WILLIAM  RIDGELY  part  of  a  tract  of  land  in 
Frederick  County  called  The  Resurvey  on  a  por¬ 
tion  of  Virgin's  Delight  heretofore  conveyed  for 
125  acres  but  on  accurate  Survey  found  only  to 
contain  one  hundred  and  eight  acres  clear  of  Elder 
tracts  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a  partition 

whereof . "  Ref:  Fred.  Co.  Deeds,  Liber  W  R 

no.  17,  folio  395,  Frederick  Courthouse. 

On  September  20,  1819,  Lancelot  Chunn  and 
Martha,  his  wife,  of  Frederick  County,  deeded  to 
Philip  Culler,  of  the  same  county,  for  a  consi¬ 
deration  of  $5,616  a  portion  of  “Virgin's  De¬ 
light,''  being  the  same  which  the  said  Martha  holds 
by  descent  as  one  of  the  heirs  of  William  Ridgely, 
deceased. 


EXHIBIT  B 

The  last  will  and  testament  of  Thomas 
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Thrasher,  of  Frederick  County,  was  dated  March 
23,  1799,  and  admitted  to  probate  in  Frederick 
County  on  June  12,  1804.  He  bequeathed  to  his 
wife,  Martha,  the  entire  personal  estate  during 
life.  After  the  death  of  his  widow,  the  personal 
estate  was  to  be  divided  among  his  children,  that 
is,  Mary  Linch,  Benjamin  Thrasher,  Ruth  Rid- 
gely,  Keziah  Leath,  John  Thrasher,  Sarah  Hook, 
Elias  Thrasher  and  Eli  Thrasher,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  certain  negroes  which  were  to  revert  to  his 
son,  Thomas  Thrasher.  “It  is  my  will  and  desire 
that  my  Daughter  Mary  Linch  upon  the  receipt 
of  her  legacy  shall  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  unto 
my  Grand  Daughter  Martha  Chunn  fifteen  pounds 
current  money."

William  Ridgely,  of  Abingdon,  South  River, 
proved  brother  to  Col.  Henry  Ridgely,  Gent., 
emigrated  to  the  Province  of  Maryland  prior  to 
1672,  as  proved  by  the  following  claims  for  land 
on  file  at  the  Land  Office:1 


“27  June  1672.  Came  William  Ridgely  of  Anne  Arun¬ 
del  County  and  proved  his  Rights  to  fifty  acres  of  Land 
for  Transporting  himself  into  this  Province  to  in¬ 
habit . Warrent  then  Granted  unto  said  William 

Ridgely  for  fifty  acres  of  land  it  being  due  to  him  for 
Transporting  himself  into  this  Province  to  Inhabit  .  .  . 
Cert.  Returnable  the  27tli  of  September  next.” 


It  is  quite  evident  that  William  Ridgely  was 
young  and  unmarried  at  the  time  of  his  emigra¬ 
tion,  as  no  landrights  were  filed  for  the  transpor¬ 
tation  of  either  wife  or  child.  He  ultimately  mar¬ 
ried  a  maiden,  presumably  of  South  River,  named 

Elizabeth _ ,  but  whose  family  name  remains 

to  be  proved. 

In  April,  1679,  he  with  twelve  other  gentlemen 
met  at  the  home  of  Richard  Rawlings,  of  Anne

His  early  seat  was  on  “Ridgely’s  Beginning’ ’ 
on  the  north  side  of  South  River,  Middleneck 
Hundred  (St.  Ann’s  Parish),  but  in  1690  or 
1700  he  purchased  ‘‘Abingdon”  from  James  Fin¬ 
ley,  where  he  later  established  his  seat.  Accord¬ 
ingly,  on  November  2,  1700,  the  sale  of  “Abing¬ 
don,”  which  adjoined  the  plantation,  “Freeman’s 
Fancy,”  was  consumated  and  the  deed  of  convey¬ 
ance  was  duly  recorded.  Elizabeth  Finley,  wife  to 
James,  waived  all  dower  rights  before  Thomas 
Jones  and  John  Beale.3 

On  August  8,  1710,  William  Ridgely  of  Anne 
Arundel  County,  Planter,  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife, 
“conveyed  to  Amos  Garrett,  of  Annapolis,  Mer¬ 
chant,  the  tract  known  as  “Ridgely’s  Beginning” 
of  40  acres  which  had  been  granted  to  the  said 
William  Ridgely  by  Charles,  Lord  Baltimore,  by 
letters  patent,  lying  on  the  north  side  of  the  South 
River,  and  also  a  portion  of  another  tract  of  land 
known  as  “Vennal’s  Inheritance,”  of  50  acres 
which  had  been  granted  to  John  Vennall,  late  of

veyance  furthermore  stated  that  John  Vennall  in 
his  lifetime  sold  a  portion  to  John  Barber,  who 
conveyed  the  tract  to  William  Ridgely.  William 
Ridgely  signed  the  deed,  while  his  wife,  Elizabeth 
(X)  Ridgely,  made  her  mark.  The  witnesses  were 
William  Stephen,  William  (X)  Yieldhall  and 
Mary  (X)  Bryant.4 

The  acreage  which  John  Barber  sold  to  Wil¬ 
liam  Ridgely  is  not  known,  owing  to  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  the  deeds  for  that  period,  but  it  is  quite 
possible  that  William  Ridgely  purchased  a  smaller 
portion  than  the  fifty  acres  and  that  part  of  “Ven- 
nal’s  Inheritance’ ’  had  come  to  him  through  his 
wife,  Elizabeth,  by  her  joining  him  in  the  deed 
of  conveyance.  Usually,  when  a  wife  was  co¬ 
grantor  with  her  husband,  it  indicated  that  she 
had  vested  rights  in  the  land.  The  belief  that  she 
was  born  Elizabeth  Vennall  is  not  unfounded. 

On  October  3,  1712,  William  Ridgely,  Sr., 
and  Elzabeth,  his  wife,  and  William  Ridgely, 
Jr.,  ‘‘son  of  ye  said  William  Ridgely,”  and  Jane, 
his  wife,  all  of  Anne  Arundel  County,  deeded  to 
Mary  Ridgely,  of  Prince  George’s  County,  widow,

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the  dwelling-plantation  of  the  grantors  known 
as  “Abingdon,”  containing  200  acres  more  or  less 
for  a  consideration  of  £100.  William  Ridgely 
and  his  son  both  signed  their  names,  while  their 
wives  made  their  marks  respectively.  The  witnes¬ 
ses  were  Samuel  Young  and  Richard  Duckett.5 

Col.  Henry  Ridgely,  holding  many  public  of¬ 
fices  of  trust  in  his  day,  by  his  last  will  and  testa¬ 
ment  bequeathed  personalty  to  his  “brother,” 
William,  which  establishes  proof  of  relationship 
between  two  branches  of  the  Ridgely  family.  No 
relationship,  however,  has  been  proved  with 
Robert  Ridgely,  of  St.  Mary's  County,  who  was 
the  progenitor  of  a  third  colonial  family  in  Mary¬ 
land  bearing  the  name  of  Ridgely. 

William  Ridgely,  Sr.,  died  intestate.  Letters  of 
administration  were  issued  to  his  widow,  Eliza¬ 
beth  Ridgely,  on  November  16,  1716.  Her  bond 
was  placed  at  £60,  with  Thomas  Reynolds  and 
John  Rawlings  as  her  sureties.6 

The  inventory  of  his  personal  estate,  taken  on 
December  13,  1716,  showed  an  appraisement  of 
£16/1 1/9.  Among  the  items  were  three  old  books 
valued  at  one  shilling,  six  pence.  William  Ridgely,

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Jr.,  and  Jehoshaphat  Ridgely  approved  as  the 
next  of  kin.  Benjamin  Warfield  and  John  Gaither 
approved  as  the  greatest  creditors.7 

A  complete  list  of  his  children  has  not  been 
proved.  The  following  by  documents  and  in¬ 
ference  are  placed;  that  there  were  other  girls  is 
quite  possible.

William  Ridgely,  son  and  heir  of  William  Rid- 
gely  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  was  born  about 
1677  in  South  River  Hundred,  Anne  Arundel 
County.  On  March  4,  1701/2,  according  to  the 
register  of  All  Hallows’  Parish,  he  married  Jane 
Westhall  (Westall).  She  was  the  daughter  of 
George  Westhall,  one-time  Magistrate  of  Anne 
Arundel  County,  and  Sarah  Wade,  his  wife.1

William  Ridgely  died  intestate.  Letters  of  ad¬ 
ministration  were  issued  on  June  10,  1719,  to  his 
widow,  Jane  Ridgely,  with  Thomas  Reynolds  and

The  inventory  of  his  personal  effects  was  filed 
at  court  on  August  9,  1719,  showing  an  appraised 
value  at  £139/4/8.  Amos  Garrett,  of  Annapolis, 
approved  as  the  creditor.3 

On  June  16,  1720,  Charles  Carroll,  Esq.,  re¬ 
leased  William  Ridgely,  of  Anne  Arundel  County, 
Planter,  from  a  mortgage  which  his  father,  Wil¬ 
liam  Ridgely,  Sr.,  had  placed  upon  an  unnamed 
tract  of  land,  inasmuch  as  “William  Ridgely  in 
his  life  time  paid  one  moyety  of  this  mortgage 
and  his  wife  since  his  death  paid  the  other  moyety

wherefore  I  do  hereby  consent  and  agree  that  the 
mortgage  may  be  canceled  upon  record/’1 

William  Ridgely  III,  son  and  heir,  acquired  the 
landed  estate,  according  to  the  law  governing  an 
intestate.  Thereupon,  on  March  17,  1726/7,  in 
order  that  his  brother,  Westall,  might  not  be  de¬ 
prived  of  a  portion  of  the  landed  estate,  he  con¬ 
veyed  for  “natural  affections  and  brotherly  love”

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which  he  held  for  his  brother  the  tract  or  planta¬ 
tion  known  as  “Ridgely’s  Chance/'  lying  on  a 
branch  of  the  Patuxent  River  and  containing  220 
acres.  Mary  Ridgely,  wife  of  William,  waived  all 
dower  rights  before  John  Welch  and  John  Da- 
vidge,  two  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  Anne  Arundel 
County.2 

His  widow  died  1748/9.  Her  undated  last  will 
and  testament  was  admitted  to  probate  in  Anne 
Arundel  County  on  March  1  1,  1748/9. 3  She  be¬ 
queathed  40  shillings  to  her  son,  William  Ridgely, 
and  £5  to  her  son,  Westall  Ridgely.  Negroes  and 
other  personalty  were  left  to  her  daughter,  Sarah, 
while  her  son,  John  Ridgely,  was  devised  the 
dwelling  plantation  “Abingdon”  and  negroes.  To 
her  daughter,  Martha  Maccubin,  she  bequeathed 
£10,  and  requested  that  the  residue  of  her  estate 
be  divided  equally  among  her  children,  Sarah 
Ridgely,  John  Ridgely,  Martha  Maccubin  and 
Alice  Woodward.  The  witnesses  to  the  instrument 
were  James  Cadle,  John  Wilmott,  and  John  Wil- 
mott,  Jr.

1706— 1772 

Westall  Ridgely,  second  son  of  William  Ridgely 
and  Jane  Westall,  his  wife,  was  born  circa  1706 
in  Anne  Arundel  County.  After  the  death  of  his 
father  in  1719,  it  has  already  been  shown  that  his 
brother  deeded  him  “Ridgely’s  Chance,”  of  220 
acres  lying  on  a  branch  of  the  Patuxent  River. 

He  ultimately  established  his  seat  in  the  Middle 
District  of  Frederick  County  (present  Frederick 
County),  where  he  remitted  quit  rents  on  “Rid¬ 
gely’s  Rest”  and  “Resurvey  on  Ridgely’s  Rest” 
during  the  Colonial  period,  or  until  his  death  in 
1 772. 1 

He  married  Sarah  Isaac,  born  1714,  the  second 
daughter  of  Richard  Isaac,  of  Prince  George’s 
County,  and  Sarah  Pottenger,  his  wife.2  Her 
father  was  an  important  man  of  his  day  and  for 
a  number  of  years  served  on  the  vestry  of  Queen 
Anne’s  Parish,  Prince  George’s  County.  He  died 
in  1759,  and  after  devising  the  landed  estate  to 
his  sons,  the  personal  effects  were  to  be  divided

including  his  daughter  Sarah.3  At  the  final  distri¬ 
bution  of  the  estate  on  May  10,  1762,  Sarah 
Ridgely  received  her  portion  of  the  residuary 
.  .  .  .  “Account  paid  to  Westall  Ridgely  who  mar¬ 
ried  one  of  the  representatives  of  the  deceased.”4

Westall  Ridgely  died  testate  in  Frederick  Coun¬ 
ty.  His  last  will  and  testament,  dated  August  29,

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of  Thomas  Thrasher,  John  Thrasher  and  John 
Teterah.1 

He  devised  to  his  wife,  Sarah,  all  lands  during 
her  natural  life,  including  “Ridgely's  Rest,”  of 
215  acres  “whereon  I  now  dwell”  and  the  entire 
personal  estate.  At  her  decease  the  estate  was  to  be 
divided  equally  among  his  ten  named  children, 
that  is,  Westall  Ridgely,  Sarah  Ridgely,  William 
Ridgely,  Jane  Diverela  Ridgely,  Isaac  Ridgely, 
Jacob  Ridgely,  Alice  Ridgely,  Martha  Ridgely, 
Richard  Ridgely  and  Jemina  Ridgely. 

Richard  and  Jemina,  his  two  youngest  children, 
in  the  event  that  his  widow  should  die  before 
their  attaining  majority,  were  to  make  choice  of 
their  guardians  from  among  their  brothers  and 
sisters,  and  to  have  “schooling.”  Jemina  futher- 
more  was  to  have  £5  at  18  years. 

An  undocumented  source  stated  that  the  widow 
died  on  December  11,  1789.

William  Ridgely,  the  second  son  of  Westall 
Ridgely  and  Sarah  Isaac,  his  wife,  was  born  in 
Queen  Anne’s  Parish,  Prince  George’s  County,  be¬ 
fore  his  parents’  removal  to  Frederick  County. 
The  birth  is  registered  in  the  parish  book  without 
date.  The  nearest  dates  to  his  entry,  however,  are 
1734  and  1735. 

He  married  Mary  Thrasher,  the  daughter  of 
Thomas  Thrasher  and  Mary,  his  wife,  a  neigh¬ 
bor  of  his  father  in  Frederick  County.

William  Ridgely  died  suddenly  and  intestate  in 
Frederick  County,  leaving  a  widow  and  two 
young  daughters.  Letters  of  administration  were 
issued  by  the  court  to  his  widow,  with  Edward 
Butler  and  Thomas  Thrasher  as  her  bondsmen. 
She  returned  the  inventory  of  the  personal  estate 
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on  May  12,  1776,  showing  an  appraisement  of 
£54/11/11,  made  by  William  Luckett,  Jr.,  and 
James  Hook.  Westall  Ridgely  and  Mijirol  Coing- 
tine  (old  German  script  indecipherable)  approved 
as  the  next  of  kin.  Jacob  Ridgely  and  Mr.  Law- 
fer  approved  as  the  greatest  creditors.1 

The  final  account  upon  the  estate  was  rendered 
by  the  widow  and  administratrix  on  October  3, 
1778,  showing  a  balance  of  £34/16/2 Yi  to  be 
distributed  to  the  representatives.2 

The  widow  married  secondly  John  Lynch,  ac¬ 
cording  to  license  issued  in  Frederick  County  on 
February  13,  1779,  presumably  with  a  pre-nup¬ 
tial  agreement.  On  July  13,  1782,  it  was  recorded 
at  court  in  Frederick  County  “at  the  request  of 
Mary  Ridgely”  a  list  of  personal  property  valued 
at  £40/11/2.  It  was  furthermore  shown  that 
John  Lynch,  of  Frederick  County,  bound  his 
heirs,  executors  and  administrators  to  pay  unto 
Mary  Ridgely  all  those  particular  articles  above 
mentioned  after  “my  decease.”

Thasher,  Benjamin  Thrasher  and  Keziah 
Thrasher.3 

John  Lynch  died  testate.  His  last  will  and  testa¬ 
ment,  dated  May  31,  1787,  was  admitted  to  pro¬ 
bate  in  Frederick  County  on  March  10,  1798,  by 
the  oaths  of  Jacob  Jeroll,  Theodore  Mitchell  and 
Benjamin  Thrasher.4 

He  devised  his  wife,  Mary,  who  was  appointed 
executrix,  all  his  estate  real  and  personal  during 
her  natural  life  and  at  her  decease  the  realty  was 
to  revert  to  his  son,  William  Lynch,  except  “two 
Rooms  of  my  present  Dwelling  House  of  the  west¬ 
ward  and  one  below  Stairs  and  the  other  above, 
one-half  of  the  garden  and  one-half  of  the  old 
Orchard  Divided  by  the  graveyard,  all  of  which 
I  give  and  Bequeath  to  my  four  Daughters  Sarah, 
Kezia,  Mary  Thrasher,  and  Margaret  or  to  either 
of  them  until  they  are  married  and  my  son  Wil¬ 
liam  Lynch  to  pay  to  my  aforesaid  mentioned 
Daughters  or  to  either  of  them  five  pounds" 
yearly.  Five  shillings  each  were  bequeathed  to  his 
daughters  Mary,  Elizabeth,  Ann  and  Charity,  and 
£5  to  his  daughter  Jemina. 

His  widow  died  testate  in  1813.  Her  will,  dated

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September  13,  1813,  was  proved  in  Frederick 
County  on  January  3,  1814,  by  the  oaths  of  Wil¬ 
liam  Lynch,  Christian  Drill  and  Benjamin  Rice.5 

She  bequeathed  her  daughter,  Mary  Thrasher 
Lynch,  negroes  and  all  house  furniture  that  “I 
have  bought  since  the  death  of  my  husband  John 
Lynch  except  my  Clock  which  will  be  disposed 
of  hereafter."  Negroes  were  bequeathed  to  her  son, 
William  Lynch,  and  to  her  daughters  Margaret 
Rhodes,  Keziah  Hook  and  Sarah  Cole.  Five 
Pounds  Sterling  were  to  be  "laid  out  in  Silver  Tea 
Spoons  and  given  to  my  Grand  Daughter  Mary 
Ann  Chunn  at  the  death  of  her  Mother  ...  in 
the  meantime  to  be  kept  and  used  by  her  the  said 
Mother."  The  residuary  estate  was  to  be  divided 
equally  among  her  four  children — Keziah  Hook, 
Mary  Thrasher  Lynch,  Margaret  Rhodes  and 
William  Lynch.  Mary  Thrasher  Lynch  and  Wil¬ 
liam  Lynch,  her  children,  were  executors.

1772— 1826 

Martha  Ridgely,  daughter  and  co-heiress  of 
William  Ridgely  and  Mary  Thrasher,  his  wife, 
married  Launcelot  Chunn,  one  time  of  Charles 
County,  Maryland,  but  later  of  Frederick  County. 

On  July  28,  1798,  Lancelot  (sic)  Chunn  of 
Frederick  County  and  Martha,  his  wife,  conveyed 
to  Isaac  Cole,  of  the  same  county,  and  Sarah,  his 
wife,  whereas  “the  said  Martha  and  Sarah  hold 
by  descent  as  heirs  and  coparceners  from  their 
father  William  Ridgely  part  of  a  tract  of  land 
in  Frederick  County  called  the  Resurvey  on  por¬ 
tion  of  Virgin’s  Delight  heretofore  conveyed  for 
125  acres  but  on  accurate  Survey  found  only  to 
contain  one  hundred  and  eight  acres  clear  of  Elder 
tracts  for  the  purpose  of  affecting  a  partition 
whereof  these  presents  are  executed.  Now  this  In¬ 
denture  Witnesseth  that  the  said  Lancelot  Chunn 
and  Martha  his  wife  in  consequence  of  the  pre¬ 
mises  and  the  sum  of  5  shillings  current  money  to 
them  in  hand  paid  the  receipt  whereof  is  hereby 
acknowledged  Have  grant  bargained  and  sold 
beginning  at  “Catch  as  Catch  Can,”  “He 
that  Gets  the  Land  is  the  Best  Man,”  and  “Good 
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Water,”  all  adjoining  tracts.  Both  Lancelot 
Chunn  and  his  wife  signed  the  conveyance  in  the 
presence  of  William  Luckett  and  Pat  McGill.1 

On  September  20,  1819,  Lancelot  Chunn  and 
Martha,  his  wife,  of  Frederick  County  deeded  to 
Philip  Culler  of  the  same  county  for  a  considera¬ 
tion  of  $5,616,  a  portion  of  the  resurvey  on  “Vir¬ 
gin’s  Delight,”  “being  the  same  which  the  said 
Martha  holds  by  descent  as  one  of  the  heirs  of 
William  Ridgely  deceased.”  Launcelot  Chunn  and 
his  wife  both  signed  the  deed,  which  is  the  last 
time  that  Launcelot  Chunn  appears  as  a  grantor 
or  grantee  in  Frederick  County.
